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Six downtown buildings still have no URM plans 


Twenty-five structures in Sierra Madre still re¬ 
main under URM (Unreinforced Masonry) status, 
according to information received from city hall. 

Five of those structures have building permits 
issued and are currently under rehabilitation con¬ 
struction. 

Nine structures are currently in plan check pro¬ 
cess with plan check fees paid. 

Four structures have building permits issued, 
however, work has not yet started. 

Six structures do not have plans submitted for 
rehabilitation. 

One historic structure. Memorial Park Senior 
Citizen Center, has no plan and is being reviewed for 
historic preservation exemption or rehabilitation. 

Specific building locations with their status as 
of this week are as follows: 29 North Baldwin Ave., 
plan check; 31 North Baldwin Ave., URM work 
complete with DRC requirements incomplete; 34 


North Baldwin Ave., plan check; 35 North Baldwin 
Ave., URM work complete, DRC requirements in¬ 
complete. 

Continuing, 41 North Baldwin Ave., permits 
issued, work not started; 43 North Baldwin, permits 
issued, work not started; 45 North Baldwin Ave., 
permits issued, work not started; 25 South Baldwin 
Ave., in plan check. 

In Kersting Court, the following status con¬ 
tinues; 1 Kersting Court, work in progress; 5 
Kersting Court, in plan check; 7 Kersting Court, in 
plan check; 9 Kersting Court, work in progress; 11 
Kersting Court, work in progress; 15 Kersting 
Court, no rehab plans submitted; 17 Kersting Court, 
in plan check, and 21 Kersting Court, in plan check. 

Concerning West Sierra Madre Blvd. commer¬ 
cial buildings, 47 West Sierra Madre Blvd., permits 
issued, work not started; 62 West Sierra Madre 
Blvd., no rehab plans submitted; 64 West Sierra 


Madre Blvd., no rehab plans submitted; 78 West 
Sierra Madre Blvd., no rehab plans submitted; 81 
West Sierra Madre Blvd., no rehab plans submitted. 

Others on West Sierra Madre Blvd. include: 83 
West Sierra Madre Blvd., no rehab plans submitted, 
under City Council review; 110 West Sierra Madre 
Blvd., in plan check; 222 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
(Senior Center), no rehab plans submitted; city is 
considering other options for preservation; and 331 
West Sierra Madre Blvd., in plan check. 

Sierra Madre’s Department of Building and 
Safety issued a certified notice to all URM building 
property owners on Apr. 26, 1993. The notice gave 
specific instructions requiring the property owners 
to post a sign in a conspicuous location at the en¬ 
trance of the building stating “This Is An Unrein¬ 
forced Masonry Building. Unreinforced Masonry 
Buildings May Be Unsafe in the Event of A Major 
Earthquake.” Posting of those signs is mandated by 


Section 8875-8 (a) ot the State of California Govern¬ 
ment Code. 

On May 13 of this year, an inspection of the 
documented URM structures showed that only two 
property owners had complied with the sign posting 
order. On the following day, May 14, and May 17, 
1993, the Department of Building and Safety follow¬ 
ed up and posted the required signs on all remaining 
structures. 

As of this week, the city plans to begin notifica¬ 
tion of property owners of the implementation of 
the compliance section of Ordinance No. 1059. the 
formal notices are being prepared which will provide 
60 days, after notice, that the building must be 
vacated and that a Nuisance Abatement Proceeding 
will be initiated. The abatement process may result 
in additional time, specific conditions of rehabilita¬ 
tion or demolition of the structure.

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As of Aug. 1, 1993, compliance for the URM 
(Unreinforced Earthquake Hazard Reduction) was 
noted at last week’s City Council meeting. 

Those building owners who fail to comply are 
faced with three actions: 

• Notice that the building is dangerous to the 
extent that the life, health, property or safety of the 
public or its occupants are endangered; 

• A notice posted on the building that the 
structure is an Unreinforced Masonry Building and 
has been determined to be a potentially dangerous 
structure; and 

• The building official will declare the struc¬ 
ture to be a public nuisance and commence a 
nuisance proceeding. 

The URM condemnation notice provides that 
the building be vacated within 60 days, and 90 days 
after that the city may order its demolition subject to 
the nuisance abatement process. 


Held in question, however, is the Memorial 
Park Senior Citizen Center since it is on the Historic 
Cultural Landmark Register. 

Funds will be available in 1994-95 for improve¬ 
ment and rehabilitation for senior facilities, but they 
will be awarded on a competitive basis. Funding is 
also available on a per parcel basis allocation of ap¬ 
proximately $136,769, between now and 1996. 

The building is on the URM certified listing for 
buildings requiring seismic retrofit. Because of its 
constant use, staff believes the building is in a high 
risk exemption. Only an amendment to the URM 
Ordinance 1059 can bring an exemption for the 
building. 

Administration will continue to work with the 
seniors. Parks and Recreation, the building official 
(Sieve Pock) and city attorney (Charles Martin) to 
provide additional recommendations for the 
building.

Utility tax passes; exemptions discussed

The 6 percent utility tax passed Sierra Madre 
City Council last Tuesday with an objection by 
Councilman Lee Cline concerning the percentage 
which businesses pay. 

He believes that businesses paying over $600 
and less than several thousands should be given a 
break. 

“I’d like to see a $600 maximum” (which would 
also assist the smaller businesses), he said. 

The ordinance tags all residential and commer¬ 
cial utility users of gas, electricity, phone and water 
(only to include water usage) for a 6 percent utility 
user tax. The tax will be collected by each utility 
company and rebated to the city for General Fund 
purposes. 

The tax is for a five-year period and expires in 
July of 1998. 

The resolution already places a maximum limit 
of $432 per year for a single business utility 
(representing an average $6(X) per month bill for a 
single utility). Resolution 93-37 has established a 
maximum limit of $2160 per year for a single utility 
(representing an average of $3000-per-month utility 
bill).

within the business district. Businesses applying for 
a maximum limit of $432 would post $216 with an 
application to the Finance Dept, prior to July 1 with 
the balance due Jan. 1, the following year. 

A sunset clause of five years has been adopted 
as well as an annual review of the tax which would 
either keep the tax as it is at 6 percent of lower it. 
The tax could not exceed 6 percent during the five 
years of its operation. 

Annual residential receipts of Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison stand at $3,599,067 for 4715 users. The 
average for each user is at $3.82. 

Receipts for Southern California Gas are 
$2,024,565 for 4571 users, determining an average 
payment of $2.21. 

Receipts of $2,717,358 for GTE telephone stand 
at $2,717,358 with the number of users at 6225. The 
average, then, is $2.18. 

The water department collects $886,925 in 
receipts for 3816 users giving an average 6 percent 
tax at $1.14. 

This represents an average of $9.35 per 
residence which Sierra Madreans would pay monthly 
above their utility bills. 


The tax applies to charges appearing on bills on 
or after July 27, 1993. 

Resolution No. 93-36 describes exemptions for 
households with low incomes reflecting the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). Applications must be filed with the tax ad¬ 
ministrator in writing. 

Cline’s suggestion will be held over for the next 
council meeting. That resolution. No. 93-37, was 
withdrawn that evening. 

Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber received 
$12,5(X) funding for next year, to be dispersed 
quarterly instead of in one lump sum. 

Cline asked if the Main Street Chamber had 
thought of dropping “Main Street” and he was 
reminded that it was because of the “Main Street” 
designation that the group receives CRA funding. 

The budget, adopted on July 13, is available at 
city hall and the public library. The budget was 
balanced by the reduction of operations and person¬ 
nel with no General Fund Capital Projects. It in¬ 
cludes approximately $400,000 for the utility tax and 
the loss of $202,498 in property taxes to the state of ’ 
California.

Lowell Marks, owner of the 
building at Kersting Court and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. from which World Mis¬ 
sions is moving this week, said he has 
had queries from both retail and office 
owners. 

“The improvements were made for 
a law firm. I spent $18,000 to divide the 
space of 22S0 square feet, and to 
reconvert it would be quite expensive. 
Anyone who would want the location 
should have the capital to do that and 
to submit a large security deposit. Tm 
aware of the desire by many for it to 
become retail location and I’d like to 
see that. It may be. I don’t know. 
Some of the retailers would only like 
half the space and cutting it in half 
doesn’t work because of the way the 
building is laid out,“ Marks said Tues¬ 
day. 

What is the rent? $2900 “but I 
would be glad to negotiate.’’ The 
landlord would also pay the real estate 
taxes and fire insurance “which brings 
down the cost,*’ Marks said. And 
there’s parking in back. 

We worry that no specific commit¬ 
tee in Sierra Madre is working on entic¬ 
ing other retailers to the village. Here is 
a perfect opportunity for someone in 
the community to work toward install¬ 
ing a retail business in a location that is 
perfect for a retail business, and yet, 
with all the committees working, no 
one is assigned that task. 

Perhaps the City Council could 
address the subject and charter a group 
of other forward-looking people to 
assist Marks toward his and our goal.

street cars and Sunday afternoon

In the fall of 1918 my parents moved their 
family from the small river town of Keithsburg 
to the bustling busy industrial complex of 
Peoria. Although less than 100 miles apart, 
they were light years apart in everything else. 
Keithsburg had no tall buildings, paved streets 
or swarms of people on the streets during work¬ 
ing hours. In my hometown everyone but the 
town loafer was busy 10 hours a day, six days a 
week. Because distances were short, everyone 
walked or rode a bicycle. 

In Peoria, I made my first acquaintance 
with the streetcar, and it was love at first sight. 
1 used it for every occasion. It took me to work, 
downtown to shop, and on Sunday afternoons 
it afforded me transportation to the outskirts of 
the city. It seemed almost lordly to have the car 
stop, the door swing open; then 1 dropped the 
coins in the farebox and sat down while some¬ 
one else did the work. 

The streetcar soon became a symbol of 
dependability for me. The motorman with his 
blue serge suit, his braided cap was the epitome 
of efficiency, and his constant consultation 
with a gold watch on a heavy chain gave him 
almost the status of a locomotive engineer. The 


cars were seldom late at the corners where 
regular stops were scheduled, and they could be 
depended on, rain or shine. The stops were also 
the scene of a custom which has long since pass¬ 
ed from the scene. Men stood back and let 
women get on the cars first, and if there were 
no vacant seats, only the most boorish occupied 
a seat if a woman was left standing. Politeness 
in many instances, was a victim of equal rights. 

In early December of 1918,1 went to work 
in the pattern shop of the Avery Tractor Com¬ 
pany in East Peoria, and then my love affair 
with streetcars became a reality. In the half¬ 
dawn of bitter cold, the car was always right 
there on time, affording both warmth and 
transportation. It was a great feeling. 

But it was on Sunday afternoons when 1 
really enjoyed my ride on the cars. After the 
usual heavy noon meal 1 walked to the nearest 
streetcar line and bought a ticket to the end of 
the tracks. In that way I saw the city in a quiet 
mood and the car took me to the open coun¬ 
tryside. I usually was the only passenger by the 
end of the run. I would watch the motorman 
change the overhead trolley pole, reverse the 
seats and then go clanging back to the city.

And of course the old gripe about 
prices...seems everything in town from gasoline 
to bug spray is significantly higher in price than 
what’s available close by. Maybe some of our 
entrepreneurs should come to grips with the 
fact that the bulk of Sierra Madre citizens are 
not wealthy. 

I’ll leave you with a thought: 

“If God had died in the blare of the twen¬ 
tieth century and in houses too new and 
cheap to be haunted, one must seek him in 
the old quiet places, where He might still 
live on in retirement.”

Buffett’s no novice to storytelling. His 
song lyrics weave tales set to happy-to-lucky 
tunes, and a few years ago, he progressed from 
lyrics to short stories, collected in “Tales From 
Margaritaville,” which spent seven months on 
the New York Times Bestseller List. This is 
Buffett’s first novel. 

Pilot Frank Bama epitomizes the lovable 
sad-sack of the song, “Margaritaville.” Unable 
to get his life together, a deep-in-debt Bama 
plans to flee Key West for Alaska, hoping to 
shake the creditors breathing down his back. 
First, though, he needs to make the Cuba trip 
with Breno to get his hands on some much- 
needed cash. Then his old flame, another part 
of his past Bama screwed up, shows up out of 
the blue and whisks him away on an adventure 
he’d soon not take. This girlfriend just happens 
to be Joe Merchant’s sister, and she, too, be¬ 
lieves he’s alive. 

Buffett fills his story with outlandish 
characters, improbable situations, incredible 
plot twists and unbelievable solutions. But like 
his carefree and breezy songs, we grow enam¬ 
ored with his likeable characters and pull 
for them through their adventures to the happy- 
ever-after ending.

We are all so fam¬ 
iliar with “My Fair 
Lady,” Lerner and 
Lowe’s translation of 
one of Shaws most at¬ 
tractive plays into a 
musical, that one keeps 
hearing music cues 
throughout. The wonder 
is that the play’s 
dialogue could be so 
beautifully adapted into 
lyrics. The enormous dif¬ 
ference is that the 
musical took up and ex¬ 
pounded upon the ro¬ 
mantic ideas with 
which Shaw tantalized 
his audience. 

But Shaw, as usual, 
was only teasing, using

the suggestion of a 
traditioal dramatic plot 
to make some very 
pointed remarks about 
British society, its snob¬ 
bery and artificiality and 
its classification of 
women. Henry Higgins’ 
teaching methods and 
the glamour of society 
parties do not interest 
Shaw. A young woman 
with the social skills of a 
“lady” and the attitude 
of a working woman 


does. A man whose idea 
of honesty is to treat 
everybody exactly alike, 
and the idea that respect¬ 
ability is a strait jacket to 
be avoided if possible, 
these are things he can 
discuss with enthusiasm. 

“Pygmalion,” then, 
seems somewhat abrupt 
as it leaps through Eliza 
Doolittle’s transition 
from flower seller to 
elegance. Lisa Robinson 
does the job with flair 
and lets us see the tough 
street girl under the ac¬ 
quired surface. Chris¬ 
topher Coddington 
makes Henry Higgins a 
true free-souled eccen¬ 
tric, anything but ro¬ 
mantic, but recognizing 
spirit when he sees it. 
Tom Shelton, Hillsioe’s 
all-purpose character 
man, shows us a sporting 


Colonel Pickering, with 
Susan Savage as a dour 
Scottish Mrs. Pearce, 
Bennet Davidson an 
original and convincing 
Alfre Doolittle and 
Hillside veteran Kathy 
Freeman as Higgins 
long-suggering mother.

The April, 1991 Los 
Angeles riots left indel¬ 
ible and in some cases 
traumatic impressions on 
our minds. 1 am sure 
that for every person who 
witnessed these days of 
upheaval, there is a par¬ 
ticularly vivid image that 
stands out above alt the 
rest. What is yours? Let 
me share mine with you. 
It’s from the TV News. 

The image includes a 
large camera-electronics- 
appliance store on the 
West Side being burned 
and looted. Into the cha¬ 
otic scene rolls a ’90 
Jeep Cherokee Limited, 
which the driver pulls to 
a stop. Out of this gleam- 
ming $20,000 car jump 
a group of Anglos who 
are clearly in the mood 
to party. Laughingly, they 
join in the looting and 
start piling cartons of 
stolen stereo equipment 
into the back of the wa¬ 
gon. Booty secured, they 
jump back in and roar 
away untroubled by law 
enforcement. 

When African-Ameri¬ 
cans say that the riots 
happened in response to 
the acquittals in the first 
trial of the officers in 
the Rodney King case, 1 
am reluctant to disagree 
with this point of view. 
When others say that the 
riots were the inevitable 
result of economic dis¬ 
parity and injustice in the 
city, once again 1 am 
inclined to hold my 
peace. Yet, deep inside. 


I do disagree. 

Very simply, I believe 
that the riots were not 
justified by unacceptable 
economic conditions, 
unwarranted acquittals or 
credible complaints of 
police abuse of force. 
They represented a grow¬ 
ing epidemic in our soci¬ 
ety, taken to the extreme: 
the toss of civil behavior. 

As psychologist M. 
Peck points out in his 
new book, “A World 
Waiting to be Born,” 
civility is not the same 
thing as mere politeness. 
Civil people must some¬ 
times express anger, for 
to remain “nice” in the 
face of wrong behavior is 
in fact uncivil. Yet, we 
must remember that 
civility is truly a disting¬ 
uishing feature of civilized 
society. 

Another symptom of 
the epidemic is the dra¬ 
matic increase in litiga¬ 
tion. People make jokes 
about lawyers, but if you 
are ever sued by a party 
represented by an un¬ 
scrupulous “boiler room” 
lawyer, you will come to 
appreciate the value of 
a good lawyer. 1 see the 
practice of filing merit¬ 
less lawsuits in order to 
“fish” for cash settle¬ 
ments as being as bad 
as looting the burning 
camera store because 
everybody else is doing 
it. 

This Sunday we’ll be 
looking at the need for 
more civility in greater 
depth. Worship with us, 
and find a friend.

For 
those of us on vacation, clothes haven't 
been too much a problem, but not every¬ 
body can take his vacation at the same 
time.

1 just heard of a new flea product called Defend or 
Exspot. What is it and does it work it well? 

Defend or exspot is relatively new to California. It has 
been used extensively back cast. Defend is an insecticide 
that is placed between the shoulder blades. It comes in 
very small packets about one each. If your dog is 
over thirty pounds than another packet must be applied 
to the rump area. , , , , , 

The insecticide gets distributed through the fat laver of 
the skin. When fleas bite the dog they are then killed. 
This product seems to be very effective. However, it 
may not help those dogs that are allergic to flea bites 
since the flea must bite the dog to die and the scratching 
cyde is set off by the flea bite. In these cases sprays may 
work better since they prevent fleas from jumping on 
and bitmg in the first place. Any other products used on 
the dog must be pyrethrin-based. Using non pyrethrin- 
base {woducts may lead to toxidty. Defend can only be 
used on doge six months or older. Do not use it on cats.I 
have seen one reaction in a dog under five TOunds. You 
may want consult with your veterinarian before using 
on very small dogs. It is also still very important to con¬ 
tinue treating the house and yard monthly for fleas.
